A PROMISING YEAR 


“This looks to be one of^ir prom¬ 
ising years” said a local farmer re¬ 
cently. And he sighed deeply. At first 
thought there seemed no occasion for 
sighing. But on consideration, perhaps 
he had learned that a promising year 
is not without burdens. There is a 
long, hazardous interval between the” 
rich potential fields of late June and 
the final harvest season in September 
The country side today whispers 
promises of release from financial 
worries of labor well rewarded^— in 
the fall. There is a vast temptation 
to capitalize in advance on these prom 
ises, to feel that the harvest is al¬ 
ready garnered. But it is not. 

We must pass through a period 
when drought may threaten, when hail 
may sweep away the season’s labor 
in one devastating hour, when frost 
may reach out its icy fingers. 

Very often it may be noticed that 
seasons which do not promise lavish¬ 
ly, and in which people tighten their 
belts, cut their expenses and resign 
themselves philosophically—these dis¬ 
couraging seasons often wind up with 
a very reasonable yield, succeeding 
expectations. And very often too, the 
seasons in which our hopes have soar¬ 
ed skyward, have not resulted so 
wonderfully for everyone. 

So aft^r all, it is not sTprising that 
an old time farmer should sigh when 
he thinks of the anxieties which will 
bestride him in the coming two 
months. So very much is at stake. 

But it is not given to man to be 
completely happy. And to a man 
every farmer, though he may sigh 
occasionally, is giving thanks for this 
promising year. 


PAY YOUR OWN COSTS 


Many people who have had motor 
car windows broken by flying stones, 
richochetting from passing car wheels 
feel in their wrath that somebody 
should pay them some damages. But 
the Ontario Motor League Counsel, 
has decided that highways cannot be 
said to be in disrepair because stones 
fly up and break windows. It is ;the 
duty of highways to keep the road in 
repair. But if the highways were li¬ 
able every time a loose stone flew up 
and hit a car, this would mean that 
every loose stone would have to be. re¬ 
moved from every bit of highway. 
And this last is hardly feasible. 


Rabindranath Tagore, India’s great 
poet says: “Canada has the great gift 
of youth. She has the stir of growth 
within her which should make her 
trust herself, the only sure way of 
trusting the world.” The youth of 
Canada need to be taught the heri¬ 
tage which is ours. Our northern cli 
mate is a strength. Nqrthern nations 
have always been world leaders. Can- 
add has varied climates and resources 
as varied as the continent of Europe. 
Canada has room for seventeen coun¬ 
tries as large as Fraifte, sixteen the 
size of Germany. British- Columbia 
is as large as Austria, and the prai¬ 
rie provinces could swallow Russia. 
Ontario could contain Great Britain 
and Ireland with 20,000 square miles 
to spare. Our statesmen since Con¬ 
federation have borrowed the best 
ideas of other countries in parliamen¬ 
tary and judicial spheres and we are 
proud of our government. We need 
on the part of our youth a patriotism 
as deep in years of peace as it proved 
in years of war. It must be intelli¬ 
gent patriotism to appreciate the fine 
qualities of other nations and to ex¬ 
ercise patience. If our young coun¬ 
try is imbued with a spirit of love for 
all that is holy and honorable in na¬ 
tional life, instead of selfish seif-inter 
est, our future is secure. 


DARE NOT DISARM 


In the opinion of the Canada Chief 
Constables Association, the time has 
not yet arrived when the police forces 
can be disarmed. The Albertan com¬ 
ments: 

"If police forces find disarmament 
inadvisable because of the lawlessness 
of individual, show much more cau¬ 
tiously should the nations move when 
there is lawlessness among nation,. 

“Of course, it will be said, most of 
the nations of the world have agreed 
not to take up arms against each oth¬ 
er. But so have most members of so¬ 
ciety agreed not to shoot each other 
even under the most provoking con¬ 
ditions and means are provided for 
forcing them to observe their mutual 
pact. 

“Apiong the nations of the world 
there are still some who have not be¬ 
come parties to the agreement, who 
show no desire to become parties and 
have even refused to become parties. 
If our police cannot trust the mem¬ 
bers of society of which they them¬ 
selves form a part, the nations, while 
very properly working toward disarm 
ament, may well hesitate to invite 
their own annihilation by imprope* 
haste.” 


AIR MAIL CONTRACT 
Mr. Veniot, Postmaster General, 
has turned over the Western Air Mail 
service lo W’estem Canada Airways. 
This organization is strong financially 
and in experience. But many feel 
that commercial flying would have 
been encouraged if contracts had been 
distributed amongst several compan¬ 
ies. By so doing, the government 
would not have allied itself with one 
company and would have given stimu¬ 
lus to others anxious to get a foot¬ 
hold in commercial work.

These 
specialists are enthusiasts each in his 
own line, and each is apt to demand 
his pound of flesh, regardless of other 
subjects, ^o an edict has been issued 
that, in cas# of these higher grades 
where a little homework is necessary, 
the teachers must reduce it to a mini¬ 
mum and no one must demand more 
than his share of time. No home 
work must be imposed as punishment. 
This also is “out.” Other forms of 
penance must be adopted instead. 

Homework poorly done defeats the 
purpose of the school. But home¬ 
work done entirely too well, is also a 
] common fault. All too often the ten- 
! der thoughts of a mother loom gently

j often father’s free; and fluent lang- 
\ uage crops up in little Mary’s story

If certain homework is considered 
desirable in other schools outside New 
York, Dr. O’Shea, superintendant, 
suggests supplementary reading, 
drawing, watching current events, 
making scrapbooks, nature study.

cation of perennial weeds such as sow 
thistle, quack grass, etc. necessitates 
the use of the fallow, such treatment 
does not free the land from many an¬ 
nual weeds such as wild oats, mustard 
or stink weed, hence it is necessary 
from an economic standpoint to adopt 
farming methods that control rather 
than eradicate such weeds. 

Land that is badly polluted with per 
enoial weeds will produce an excellent 
crop of winter wheat or rye. Both of 
these crops act as smother crops for 
all types of weeds if they get a good 
start in the fall and do not winter 
kill. 

Barley arid oat green feed if han¬ 
dled properly will effectively compete 
against most of our annual weeds and 
many perennials. Land to be used for 
these crops should be partially fallow 
ed beforg seeding. It is usually wise 
to disc the stubble a week or so be¬ 
fore ploughing and thus promote ger¬ 
mination .of weed seeds which matur¬ 
ed with the preceding crop and fell on 
the ground. A succession of such 


crops and treatments tends to reduce 
the weed seed content of the soil. 

Seeding down to grass and legumes 
and cutting the hay crop early will 
prevent most kinds of weeds from rip 
ening, thus decreasing the number of 
vital weed seeds in the sub-surface 
soil from year to year. Alfalfa and 
sweet clover are the best crops to usb 
for this purpose. 

Live stock and particularly 
are valuable aids in weed con 
Live stock are most essential to pro¬ 
fitable agriculture on a weedy farm 
as riany of the crops which control 
weeds are not cash crops and can be 
marketed to best advantage by the 
live stock route. In addition to this, 
many perennial weeds with a creeping 
root system such as quack grass Can 
be much more easily eradicated if the 
land is seeded down and left in pas¬ 
ture for a few years until it becomes 
sod bound.

CAR REAR AXLE

. ty miles. The children, and often the 
older folks, would indulge in games of 
■ all sorts known at the time. 

We would pass the hat and divide 
1 the proceeds among the different con¬ 
testants. “Them were the days.” 

That was when we would talk about 
taking 35 or 40 cents for hard spring 
wheat that weighed 65 lbs. per bushel 
Finally we talked too much, just as 
we still do, until the L .F.A. was born. 

After that each U.F.A. local would 
hold a picnic of their own and run a 
program of sports at or near their 
own centre, charging a fee of 25 or 
50 cents. It will be remembered that 
this was all the sport we had without 
going to Gleichen, High River or Nap 
ton by team or horseback. 

Next, the Municipality of Marquis 
was formed and the ditch built from 
the Bow river to Snake Lake (now 
Lake McGregor) making a very good 
place to spend a day. 

Next, all L.F.A. and U.F.W.A. lo¬ 
cals in the Municipality would hold 
picnics of their own either at the 
Lake or on the Bow river and come 
back to the Co.-op hall and dance the 
day out, and some times the next day 
in.* About this time there were more 
entries in different sports and they 
made a charge of 50 cents to adults 
for expenses. A year or two later as 
sports “increased the fee was raised to 
75 cents. Everything was growing. 
Finally there were too many picnics 
then aU locals combined and under 
one management put on more modern 
sports at the old rate of 75 cents. The 
demand for more and better sports 
grew until it was dangerous for the 
committees to add to the prize list 
without more revenue to pay expen¬ 
ses, This year the representative of 
each local interested in the picnic vo¬ 
ted in favor of the $1.00 admission 
fee and they are all sure that nobody 
was disappointed with what the\ got 
for their money. \ 

All under 16 years ate admitted 
free and even adults who say they 
cannot spare the fee are never turned 
away. It is a U.F.A. and'W.A. picnic 
and it is the privilege of any U.F.A. 
member to discuss this or any ques¬ 
tion in connection with the picnic in 
his or her local and direct yoiir rep¬ 
resentative to vote any way you\wish. 

We do not think that many would 
want us to go back to passing the hat 
or the 25 cent rate or even to the 75 
cent rate and reduce our sports accord 
ingly. We do hot know of "any such 
line of sports as were run on July 3 
by us for less money than $1.00. Any 
money above actual expenses is divid¬ 
ed between the locals and they can 
spend it as they see fit. One local irr 
particular has turned over their 
share towards payment on a commun 
ity hall. Others for flowers to the 
sick or any other way they may 
build up their organization or com¬ 
munity. N
